in the fifth World Series 
game and took a 3-2 lead 
in the series. Larsen did 
not give a hit or a walk. 
And not a Dodger reach­ 
ed first. 


Never before in World Serie* 
history had there been a no-hit 
game, much less one in which a 
team failed to get a man on base. 
La.*sen, a 6-foot, 4-meh native 
of Michigan City, Ind., who now 
lives in San Diego, Calif., pitch­ 
ed 
superbly w iy 
the peculiar 
no-windup style he adopted dur­ 
ing the regular season. He struck 
out seven, including the last man 
to face him, pinch hitter Dale 
Mitchell. 
A crowd of 64,519 was almost

had FHA loans ended 1955 in the 
red. 
In the years 1948 through 1952, 
records show that average farm 
and family living expenses totalled 
78 percent of farm income. 
This 
left 22 percent of farm income for 
maintenance of equipment, capi­ 
tal improvement and a better way 
of life. 
In the last three years, average 
farm and living expenses totalled 
102 percent of farm income, leav­ 
ing nothing for capital 
improve­ 
ment or a better way of life. 
Thirty-eight Missouri 
counties 
have average annual farm income 
of less than $2,00, and five of these 
counties have average farm in­ 
come of less than $1,00. 
There is a growing need for poli 
cies that will halt this adverse 
trend. 
Agriculture is Missouri’s 
biggest industry, and when it suf­ 
fers, the whole state must inevita­ 
bly suffer. This is already appar­ 
ent in vacant farm homes and va­ 
cant stores on Main Street. 
Studying Rural 
Development Program 
As ths letter is published, I plan 
to be meeting in Douglas County

Since returning to the state, I 
have motored or flown hundreds 
of miles over the parched country- 
s.de and have talked with a great 
many farm people, particularly in 
the western part of the state.

Farm and Living 
Expenses Exceed Income 
Drouth and low income have hit 
the Midwest farmer hard. Figures 
from 4.412 record books totalled 
by the Mssouri State Farmers 
Home 
Administration 
show 
an 
average 1965 farm income of $4 - 
057. farm expenses of $3,027 and 
living expenses of $1,197. 
This 
works out to an average net loss 
of $167, or 4 percent, on the basis 
of farm income. 
In some Missouri counties, more 
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than 70 percent of farmers who 
had FHA loans ended 1955 in the 
red. 
In the years 1948 through 1952, 
records show’ that average farm 
and family living expenses totalled 
78 percent of farm income. This 
left 22 percent of farm income for 
maintenance of equipment, capi­ 
tal improvement and a better way 
of life. 
In the last three years, average 
farm and living expenses totalled 
102 percent of farm income, leav­ 
ing nothing for capital improve­ 
ment or a better w!ay of life. 
Thirty-eight Missouri 
counties 
have average annual farm income 
of less than $2.00. and five of these 
counties have average farm in­ 
come of less than $1,00. 
There is a growing need for poli 
cies that will halt this adverse 
trend. 
Agriculture is Missouri’s 
biggest industry, and when it suf­ 
fers, the whole state must inevita­ 
bly suffer. This is already appar­ 
ent in vacant farm homes and va­ 
cant stores on Main Street. 
Studying Rural 
Development Program 
As tbs letter is published, I plan 
to be meeting in Douglas County 
with the County Extension Service 
Council and Agriculture Depart­ 
ment representatives.
